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Yert little appears to be known respecting this lady, the second 
wife of Sir Wiluam Harper, Lord Mayor of London, and a great 
benefactor to the town of Bedford. Mr. Blaydes in an article in 
£edfordshire Notee and Queries (Vol. iii. p. 3) gives a note of the 
Marriage Licence from the Bishop of London's Eegistry dated 13 Sep., 
1570, in which she is described as of the City of L[>ndon, her surname 
being spelt " Leedare." 

The following extract from the Burial Eegisters of St. Peter's in St. 
Albans will prove of interest : — 

1590-1 Feb. 23 " William Lether father to the Ladie Harper." 

I have not yet worked out any pedigree of the Lether family, but 
the above extract is sufficient to prove its connection with Hertford- 
shire, and I will only add here a copy of the note of grant of 
administration to the estate of the above-named William Lether which 
occurs in the Probate Eegisters of the Archdeaconry of St. Albans : —

Harper's brass at Bedford, viz. : ** Per chevron gules and 
argent three trefoils slipped countei*changed, on a chief of the second 
as many birds of the first," evidently intended to represent the arms of 
Lady Margaret Harper, Papworth gives the name Sir Wm. Harper 
with a note of interrogation. W. B.

l^l'Iie genes of Zicefiees of tchich compa rat ivehj full notes are contained in 
the Archdeaconry Act Booh, teas completed on page 218 axte. After the 
Commonwealth period lists of licences granted each gear are given containing 
the sumofnes of the parties only. In the introductory note to the series on 
page 1 1 ^\^te, 1 stated that the Bonds now in the custody of the Archdeacon 
of St, Albans commenced in 1661, but in the course of his tcark oj 
abstracting the contents of these bonds Mr, A, £, Gibbs discovered an earlier 
bundle^ dating back as far a# 1611. A cwnparison of the Bonds with the 
notes in the Act Books shows that in the great majority of cases the farmer 
contain much and important new information ; in many cases no note is to be 
found in the Act Book to correspond with the Bond, and in other cases there 
are notes of licences where the bonds cannot now be found. In spite of the 
fact that there will be a certain amount of repetition, I have requested Mr, 
Gibbs to abstract the whole of the newly-discovered bonds and incorporate 
them with his series, the publication of which is commenced herewith, — ^Ed.]
